In  a  week,  on  November  19th, 
the  men’s  and  women’s  soccer 
teams  will  be  hosting  the  2 1  st 
Annual  Covenant  House  Vigil. 
The  candlelight  ceremony  will 
be  held  in  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
Chapel  at  4:30  pm  and  will  raise 
awareness  of  teen  homelessness. 

Covenant  House  is  the  largest 
privately  funded  agency  in  the 
Americas.  They  provide  food, 
health  care,  and  an  array  of 
other  services  to  impoverished 
youth.  In  addition  to  this  care. 
Covenant  House  also  provides 
care  to  homeless  youth  between 
the  ages  of  14-20,  designed  to 
transition  them  into  adulthood. 
The  Covenant  House  also 
provides  educational  support, 
GED  preparation,  and  college 
scholarships.  They  even  go  as  far 
as  to  offer  job  readiness  and  skills 
training  and  legal  services. 

There  are  covenant  houses 
all  over  the  country  to  aid  in 
impoverished  youth.  This  vigil 
will  concentrate  on  collecting 
toiletries  for  a  covenant  house 
in  New  Orleans.  In  addition 
to  a  vigil  every  year,  the  team 


organizes  projects  to  help  the 
shelter.  Chairperson,  Lindsey 
Werking,  Junior  Digital  Media 
and  Journalism  major  and  member 
of  the  Women’s  Soccer  team,  had 
this  to  say:  “The  event  benefits 
Covenant  House  New  Orleans. 

We  have  been  organizing  and 
brainstorming  since  the  summer, 
but  things  really  picked  up  in 
September.”  The  teams  are 
reaching  out  to  local  businesses 
around  the  college  to  ask  for 
donations,  be  it  monetary  or 
toiletries,  and  there  is  also  a  box 
located  in  the  Housing  Office,  on 
the  second  floor  of  The  Halleck 
Center,  to  collect  donations  on 
campus. 

This  is  only  one  of  the  many 
events  that  campus  ministry 
puts  on  per  year,  although  it  is 
one  of  the  most  influential.  It  is 
significant  because  it  impacts  not 
only  the  larger  community,  but 
Saint  Josephs ’s  College  students 
as  well.  The  event  strengthens  the 
bond  between  not  only  the  men’s 
and  women’s  soccer  teams,  but 
The  College  as  a  whole. 

The  Vigil  is  also  centered 
around  the  spirit  of  Thanksgiving,

Saint  Joseph’s  College’s 
Student  Success  Center  has 
undergone  several  changes 
already  this  year,  including 
multiple  new  staff  members, 
and  the  new  staff,  under  the 
leadership  of  Director  of  Student 
Success  Yvonne  Smith,  plans 
more  significant  changes  in  the 
semesters  to  come.  Located  in 
room  1 1 2  in  the  Evans  Arts  and 
Science  Building,  the  Student 
Success  Center  allows  students 
to  walk  in  and  get  immediate 
assistance.

The  Student  Success  Center 
is  a  free  academic  service  that 
the  College  has  made  available 
to  all  students.  Not  only  does  it 
help  those  who  require  tutoring, 
but  the  staff  members  also  help 
students  meet  other  challenges 
they  encounter  in  college,  such 
as  time-management,  study 
skills,  test  anxiety,  note  taking. 


as  well  as  any  other  issues  that 
may  keep  them  from  achieving 
their  goals.  They  will  be  offering 
workshops  on  academic  topics 
soon,  so  students  can  discover 
their  interests.  There  is  also 
an  Educational  Specialist  on 
staff,  who  is  equipped  to  meet 
the  needs  of  any  students  who 
require  special  accommodations 
or  are  on  academic  warning. 

They  even  throw  study  parties, 
like  the  “Study  Slam,”  which  is 
currently  scheduled  for  December 
3rd  at  7  pm,  and  will  offer  students 
support  from  tutors  as  well  as 
comfort  food  while  they  study. 

The  Student  Success  Center 
exists  to  “provide  services  to 
all  students  to  enhance  student 
learning,  academic  success, 
and  personal  growth  through 
inclusive  engagement  with  the 
campus  community  by  offering 
comprehensive  services  that  will 
empower  students  and  connect 
them  with  the  resources  they  need 
to  achieve  their  academic  goals.” 
This  year,  the  staff  is  working 
harder  than  ever  to  fulfill  their 
mission  and  improve  the  academic 


experiences  of  all  students. 

Director,  Yvonne  Smith, 
is  excited  to  be  working  with 
students  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
and  looks  forward  to  helping  them 
grow  stronger  academically.  “I’m 
excited  to  be  here...,”  said  the 
new  Director  of  Student  Success, 
Yvonne  Smith.  “Much  of  what

Appears  on  SNL

Core  5  studys  the  effect  of  climate  change  that  is  affecting  the 
world.  Several  historical  graphs  clearly  demonstrate  the  rise  in  global 
warming  because  of  carbon  dioxide  emissions.  Since  the  industrial 
age,  pollution,  carbon  dioxide  emissions,  and  greenhouse  gas  are  on 
the  rise.

There  was  an  introduction  to  chapters  1  and  2  of 
Atlas  of  Climate  Change.  There  are  warning  signs  throughout  and 
record  high  temperatures  were  recorded  in  19  countries.  It’s  happening 
everywhere.  Not  just  Washington  D.C  or  Rensselaer.  It’s  a  dilemma 
in  ordering  out  a  mess  the  countries  made.  The  financial  effects  on 
countries  due  to  climate  change  have  made  them  unavailable  to  afford 
eco-friendly  transportation  vehicles.

There’s  even  rumors  that 
Chudzinski  is  being  evaluated 
as  the  next  head  coach  of  the 
Colts,  which  I  certainly  wouldn’t 
mind;  he  had  a  rinky-dink  4-12 
season  two  years  ago,  but  that 
was  with  a  hodge-podge  Browns 
roster.  He  was  immediately  fired, 
which  I  thought  was  total  bull; 


he  never  had  a  chance,  and  was 
set  up  for  failure  by  Browns 
management.  Anyway,  Chud  is 
walking  into  a  great  situation: 
either  the  Colts  clean  house  at 
the  end  of  the  season  and  he  finds 
another  franchise  to  work  for, 
or  he  is  in  the  running  for  the 
next  head  coach,  possibly  under 
new  management.  Pagano  has 
no  excuses  now.  Either  his  team 
picks  it  up,  or  he  gets  canned  at 
the  end  of  the  season.  If  Pagano 
goes.  I’d  like  to  see  Grigson 
go  as  well.  He’s  done  a  decent 


enough  job  drafting,  trading,  and 
extending  contracts,  but  I  expect 
to  see  primary  sources  confirm 
the  rumors  of  him  meddling 
in  the  depth  chart  and  signing 
coaches  under  Pagano.  Ideally, 
Pagano  coaches  his  team  to 
either  a  winning  record,  or  (more 
likely)  sweeps  the  week  AFC 
South  yet  again,  and  makes  it  to 
the  playoffs,  hopefully  winning 
a  game  and  saving  his  hide  for 
another  season.  If  that  happens, 

I  see  him  driving  the  point  home 
to  owner  Jim  Irsay  that  when 


he  is  in  control  of  the  team,  good 
things  happen,  and  Grigson’s 
meddling  is  to  blame.  It  appears 
that  there  is  an  internal  power 
struggle  between  the  general 
manager  and  the  head  coach,  and 
I'd  like  to  see  what  Pagano  can 
do  with  more  control  over  the 
franchise;  we  don’t  know  what 
Pagano  can  do  by  himself,  but  we 
know  what  Grigson  can  do.  For 
every  Vontae  Davis,  T.Y.  Hilton, 
and  Mike  Adams,  there’s  been  a 
Trent  Richardson,  Bjoem  Werner, 
and  Laron  Landy.

The  weekend  ot  October  23,24,  and  25,  members  ot  The  Observer  took  a  trip  up  to  Chicago  for  the  official  “Salute  to 
SupematuraT ’  convention,  presented  by  Creation  Entertainment. 

The  Convention  was  held  at  the  Hyatt  Regency  O’Hare  in  Rosemont,IL(Near  O'Hare).  The  conference  area  where  the 
convention  was  held  featured  many  independent  vendors  selling  trinkets,  t-shirts,  pictures,  posters  and  much  more.  The  grand 
ballroom  was  where  the  panels  with  the  stars  happened.  The  panels  featured  Q  &  A  with  the  stars  of  the  show,  music  videos, 
and  activities  such  as  a  costume  contest  and  trivia  game  for  the  crowd  to  participate  in. 

Creation  Entertainment  is  a  traveling  entertainment  convention  company  that  produces  conventions  all  over  North  America. 
They  have  been  working  for  more  than  40  years  to  produce  conventions  for  the  fans  of  genre  television,  movies,  and  print 
media.  They  currently  host  many  different  conventions  including  Star  Trek.  The  Originals ,  Vampire  Diaries ,  Stargate,  and 
Supernatural ,  and  will  be  premiering  the  Official  Once  Upon  a  Time  convention  in  Chicago  next  April.  When  speaking  to  the 
different  people  and  vendors  who  were  present  that  weekend,  it  was  clear  that  Creation  Entertainment  is  in  fact  different  from 
other  ComicCons  and  WonderCons  that  are  in  circulation  today.  Creation  is  very  much  a  one-on-one  interactive  experience 
with  the  fans.  Most  ot  the  conventions  that  Creation  produces  are  specifically  for  one  show  at  a  time,  like  the  “Salute  to 
Supernatural”  convention.  Another  thing  that  is  different  about  Creation  is  that  they  don’t  oversell  their  venues,  meaning  they 
don't  knowingly  sell  more  tickets  than  seats.  They  do  this  in  an  effort  to  make  sure  that  everyone  who  is  present  has  a  seat.

Country  Regionals

Every  race  on  the  cross¬ 
country  schedule  has  importance, 
but  the  NCAA  Regional 
Championships  is  the  one  race 
that  every  team  prepares  for  all 
season  long.  This  meet  has  the 
bragging  rights  factor  like  the 
conference  meet,  but  adds  in  the 
possibility  of  qualifying  for  the 
National  Championships.  Because 
of  this,  the  stakes  are  raised  much 
higher  for  Regionals.  This  causes 
some  runners  to  rise  and  other 
runners  to  falter.  Every  coach  has 
this  meet  circled  on  the  schedule, 
and  every  day  of  training  is  in 
preparation  for  this  one  race. 

The  Men  and  Women’s 
Cross  Country  teams  traveled 
to  Evansville,  Indiana  on 
Saturday  November  7th  to 
compete  in  the  Midwest  Regional 


Championships  hosted  by 
University  of  Southern  Indiana. 
Held  at  Angel  Mounds  State 
Park,  the  Men  upped  their 
racing  distance  to  the  1  Ok  while 
the  women  raced  the  standard 
6k.  Despite  the  hilly  terrain  of 
Southern  Indiana,  the  course  at 
Angel  Mounds  could  not  be  much 
flatter.  This  offers  runners  some 
mental  and  physical  relief,  as 
the  participants  can  solely  focus 
on  running  as  fast  as  possible 
without  having  to  bum  precious 
energy  on  hills.  The  course  could 
be  labeled  as  a  “grass  track” 
because  of  how  fast  it  runs,  and 
the  Pumas  certainly  qualified  that 
statement  on  Saturday. 

The  Women  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  were  ready  to  showcase 
a  season  of  hard  work,  and  the 
results  showed.  The  Lady  Pumas 
placed  20th  out  of  30  teams,  and 


were  lead  by  a  record  breaking 
performance  by  Nikki  Thiede. 
The  talented  Thiede  capped 
off  a  break  out  season  with  a 
school  record  22: 1 5  6k  to  place 
42nd  in  the  field  of  224  women. 
Brooke  Werstler  once  again 
was  the  second  Puma  finisher 
with  her  23:39  time,  which 
was  a  sizeable  personal  best. 
Hannah  Wallace  was  the  third 
Puma  finisher  in  24:28,  which 
was  also  a  large  personal  best. 
Freshman  Millie  Biddle  had  her 
strongest  race  of  the  year  with 
a  personal  best  time  of  24:52. 
Sydney  Strang  rounded  out  the 
top  five  for  the  Lady  Pumas. 
Junior  Rachel  Bartz  and  Maddie 
Biddle  rounded  out  the  squad 
in  times  of  25:41  and  26:26, 
respectively. 

Following  the  swift 
performances  of  the  Lady 


Pumas,  the  Men’s  Cross  Country 
team  ran  collectively  their  best 
race  of  the  year  to  finish  1 8th  out 
of  31  teams.  The  Men  were  led 
by  an  1 8th  place,  All-Regional 
performance  by  Justin  Hays. 

Hays’ 3 1:35  10k  was  also  a  10k 
cross-country  school  record  for  the 
Pumas.  Brian  Eurton  had  perhaps 
the  best  race  of  his  career  running 
a  32: 1 0  1 0k  to  place  42nd.  The 
time  puts  Eurton  number  three  all 
time  for  1  Ok  cross-country.  Logan 
Barrett  capped  off  his  phenomenal 
collegiate  career  with  a  33:34  10k, 
and  Lane  Barrett  provided  support 
with  his  sizeable  personal  best 
33:38  10k.  Jace  Homer  rounded 
out  the  Men’s  squad  with  his  best 
race,  running  a  37:38  10k. 


Men’s  Basketball

With  this 
being  the  Puma’s  first  exhibition 
game,  a  tough  road  game 
against  the  division  1,  24th 
ranked  team  in  the  country,  will 
be  a  true  test  to  the  GLVC  Saint 
Joseph’s  crew.  The  team  headed 
100  miles  south  to  compete 
against  this  powerhouse  of 
a  program,  and  with  two  fan 
buses  behind  them  ready  to 
cheer  them  on,  Tom  Church 
and  the  team  was  excited  for 
this  opportunity.  Using  this  as 
a  game  to  find  out  the  strengths 
and  weaknesses  of  the  team, 
playing  this  Division  1  Butler 


team  was  more  than  a  tough 
enough  scrimmage  to  get  the 
Puma’s  ready  heading  towards 
the  regular  season. 

Numbers  were  high  in  this 
game,  with  the  final  score  being 
1 06  to  66.  The  24th-ranked 
Bulldogs  shot  54  percent, 
featuring  68  percent  (32-of-47) 
on  two-pointers,  and  outscored 
the  Pumas  56-8  in  the  paint. 
Saint  Joseph’s  shot  37  percent 
from  the  field,  as  well  as 
shooting  13  of  27  from  beyond 
the  arc.  Davious  Webster  led 
the  team  in  scoring  with  1 4 
points  knocking  down  4  threes 
and  Nathan  Tidwell  along  with 
Brandon  Smith  both  added  12. 
The  score  may  not  show  it,  but 
there  was  more  to  this  game  than 
just  its  numbers. 

As  the  buzzer  sounded,  the  2 
teams  hit  the  floor,  and  the  ball 
flew  into  the  air.  The  tip  off  gave

Butler  the  advantage  of  starting 
the  game.  The  Saint  Joseph’s 
team  kept  up  well  at  the 
beginning  of  the  game  trailing 
only  by  1 0  points  in  the  first 
5  minutes.  As  the  game  rolled 
along,  Butler  continued  to  play 
fast  and  aggressive,  extending 
their  lead  towards  halftime. 

The  first  half  ended  54  to  36. 
Coming  out  of  the  second  half, 
the  team  made  improvements  in 
the  fouls  column  nearly  cutting 
the  amount  of  personal  fouls 
in  half.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
Puma’s  had  4  more  turnovers  in 
the  second  half  than  in  the  first. 
With  a  total  of  22  turnovers 
for  Saint  Joseph’s,  this  may 
be  a  point  of  emphasis  for  the 
team  moving  forward.  The  final 
buzzer  sounded  with  the  score 
ending  at  1 06  to  66  in  favor  of 
the  Bulldogs. 


The  team  was  challenged  by 
the  Bulldogs  but  this  gave  them  a 
clear  view  on  what  to  work  on  as 
a  team.  ““On  a  positive  note,  we 
showed  that  we  weren’t  afraid  of 
a  big  stage  &  we  came  out  ready 
to  play.  We  have  a  lot  of  weapons 
on  our  team  and  we  showed  that.” 
Says  Freshman  Nick  Jeffirs. 
“Moving  forward  our  emphasis 
should  be  on  improving  our 
defense  &  learning  to  be  cohesive. 
If  we  can  all  work  together  and 
defend,  then  we  have  a  chance 
to  win  a  lot  of  games.”  Nick 
Jeffirs  was  one  of  the  only  two 
freshman  to  play  that  night  and 
managed  using  his  playing  time 
to  score  four  points  on  Butler. 

The  first  conference  game  will  be 
in  Louisville  Kentucky,  against 
Saginaw  Valley  State  University 
on  November  14th.

The  second  half  of  the  game 
drastically  changed  the  pace,  with 
Truman  on  the  move  and  eager. 
This  eagerness  gave  them  the  first 
score  of  the  game.  Aaron  Hartfield 
ended  a  seven  play,  75  yard  drive 
with  a  one  yard  touchdown  step, 
putting  his  team  on  the  board  and 
breaking  the  gridlock  of  0-0.  In 


retaliation,  Gavin  Voss  kicked  a 
forty  five  yard  field  goal,  putting 
the  score  at  7-3.  The  rest  of  the 
game  saw  an  intensely  defensive 
back  and  forth,  with  the  two 
teams  holding  the  score  for  all 
of  the  third  quarter  and  much  of 
the  fourth,  until  Truman  managed 
to  put  another  field  goal  on  the 
board,  taking  the  score  to  10-3. 

It  was  a  hard  fought  game, 
with  an  intensity  and  ferocity. 

The  Pumas  managed  to  push 
the  ball  all  the  way  down  to  the 
15  yard  line.  Unfortunately,  it 
wasn’t  enough  in  the  end,  with  the 
Bulldogs  forcing  a  fumble  with 
very  little  time  left  on  the  clock. 
The  Pumas  got  the  ball  back  with 
less  than  thirty  seconds  on  the 
clock,  though  nothing  ended  up 
coming  of  it.  The  Bulldogs  came 
out  of  the  game  victorious  with 
a  score  of  10-3.  The  Pumas  will 
host  the  final  game  of  the  season 
in  Indianapolis. 


Puma’s  Jake  Miller  missed  after  a 
Miner  player  scored  in  the  second 
round.  Gase  Genson  and  Andrade 
each  converted  in  the  third  round. 
Unnar  Ulfarsson  and  Munro  each 
converted  in  the  fourth  round  as 
the  Miners  held  a  3-2  lead.  Mitch 
Morris  missed  in  the  fifth  round 
of  shootouts  and  the  Pumas  were 
able  to  tie  as  Turner  converted  his 
attempt.  In  the  sixth  round  of  the 
shootout  David  Murphy  shot  the 
game-winner  as  Angel  Zamudio 
missed  his  attempt  to  extend  the 
match. 

“It  was  a  devastating  loss,  I 
thought  when  I  made  the  second 
goal,  that  was  going  to  be  it  and 
we  were  going  to  go  to  the  semis 
in  the  tournament.  It  was  just  so 
hard  seeing  all  of  our  wins  and 
all  of  our  hard  work  come  to  an 
end,”  says  Freshman  Erik  Turner 
who  also  earned  himself  athlete 
of  the  week  after  the  game.  “I  do 


know,  though,  that  next  year  we 
will  know  what  it  takes  to  win 
in  the  tournament  and  I  do  think 
the  team  can  win  it  next  year.” 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  year’s 
men’s  soccer  team  shook  up  the 
conference  and  changed  the  face 


of  Puma  soccer.  As  they  leave 
their  2015  winning  season,  they 
are  now  a  new  threat  to  other 
teams  and  have  high  potential  and 
hopes  for  their  upcoming  2016 
season.
